1. Claims 1, 2, 16-17. and 19 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being anticipated by 
Noll (U.S. Patent No. 5,835,695). 



Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 103 

2. Claims 3-5, 7, and 18 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable over 
Noll in view of Gentile (U.S. PGPub 2002/0147941 Al), in further view of Applicant's admitted 
prior art (hereinafter "AAPA"). 

3. Claims 9, 10, and 12 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable over 
Gentile in view of Noll. 

4. Claims 11 and 13-15 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable over 
Gentile in view of Noll, in further view of AAPA. 

5. Claims 8 and 20 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable over Noll, in 
view of Fish et al. (U.S. PGPub 2002/0073353 Al). 
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6. Claim 6 is rejected under U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable over Noll, in view of 
Gentile, in further view of AAPA, in further view of Goodman (U.S. PGPub 2002/0091807 Al).
